Seattle, during a heavy storm, near 
Port Townsend in the strait of Fuel 
The Clallam was the regular daily 
packet between Victoria and Seat Ha 
and was making fairly good progress 
across th*1 strait until off the entrance 
to Victoria. 
Then a terrific eros* en 
began to batter the ship. 
Little fear 
was felt. however, until word came 
from below that the ves> el w-as leak­ 
ing 
The waves 
had broken in a 
"dead light" ami a great, volume of 
water was flouring into the hold. 
Every woman and child aboard Hie 
Clallam perished. 
Within three miles 
of shore, aud al a time when it ap 
peared certain the Clallam had be on 
lost, a desperate effort was made 'o 
save tho women and children In tho 
lifeboats. 
They were placed In the 
first boat to leave the ship, which 
Captain Lawrence, a Y’ltkon pilot, vol­ 
unteered to command, and which wa? 
manned by deckhands. 
The frail craft went down within 
sight of the Clallam, and a second 
lifeboat filled with male passengers 
and in command of Second Officer 
Cttrrin was lost a few minutes later 
More passengers and members of 
the crew were lost when a third life 
boat was swamped iu an attempt 
launch It. 
Not a hand could 'be raised 
to aid its occupants. 
In the meantime word had come 
from Victoria of the vessel’s prod I ca 
men?, and a fleet of powerful tugs dis 
patched from here to render apsis?
